Through her Madelynn kept in touch 
with Kennedy, by phone, by letter, and 
by wire. One letter and several post- 
eards written by Madelynn to Miss 
Wilson last June were read by the 
district attorney to the jury.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Although the Washington con- 
ference is getting along to a _ point 
where important decisions may be 


reached in a few days, conclusions on 
major features will by no means bring 
early adjournment. 

_ Scores of points on the agenda have 
not been touched and one problem as 
yet undiscussed, the Siberian question, 
probably will lead to considerable ne- 
gotiation. This question is not ex- 
pected to come up unfil next month 
and this opinion tends to establish the 
conclusion that there is no basis for 
thought that the discussions could be 
concluded by Christmas. 

In some quarters here there is doubt 
that the Siberian question will come 
up in any event; but the attitude of 
the American government is one of 
determiation’ that the Siberian issue 
must be considered as an important 
phase of the eastern situation. 

Whether this government wil! insist 
upon a declaration of prfYnciples respect- 
ing Siberia, such as have been agreed 
to in the conference regarding China, 
is doubtful, inasmuch as Siberia, as a 
Russian dominion, is held to be more 
secure than thé passessions of China.

Whether significant or not it was 
noted that Secretary Hughes, head of 
the American delegation and chairman 
of the conference, had. visited the 
White House and held a somewhat 
lengthy conference with the President 
before the Red Cross address. 


Praises Red Cross. . 


In addressing the Red Cross conven- 
tion the President said: 

“I don’t know of any relationship 
which comes with the presidency of 
the republic which touches the heart 
and appeals to that inner man so inti- 
mately as association with the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. 

“TI wish I could speak a little more 
intimately. I am just as proud of 
what the Americah Red Cross does as 
though I were an intimate and active 
participant in all its glory. It is one 
of the finest manifestations of the bet- 
ter side of America that has ever been 
shown to ourselves or to the world. 

“T hope with all my heart that much’ 
of the big work which has been yours 
in the past will never be asked of you 
again. It will be a wonderful thing 
for me and for you to have lived in 
a period when we have brought the 
conscience of mankind into an under- 
standing whére we shall have done 
something tangible to prevent calling 
upon you again for war service. 


Civilization Fixed on Peace. 

“ And I like to say it to you, because 
I know whereof I speak. We are go- 
ing to succeed beyond our fondest 
hopes; it is getting to be so pleasing to 
be able to say that things never done 
before we can do now. There isn’t 
anything impossible when the con- 
ecience of present-day civilization is 
fixed on that accomplishment. 

“ And quite apart from our contribu- 
tion to this new consciousness in the 
world, quite gpart from the immediate 
benefits and satisfactions which come 
to us, what a wonderful thing it is to 
have lived in thought and acted in 
such a way as to ring the deliberate, 
intelligent public opinion of the world 
to this conclusion. I am so proud of 
America. I doh’t mean in the sense 
that we have heretofore boasted be- 
comingly; I don’t mean in any ma- 
terialistic way, which is justly the 
pride of Americans, but I am proud

The Fall of Corea. 

Corea is as much of a nation as— 
Ireland. She had so recent an inde- 
pendence that she has treaties with 
the United States recognizing and 
promising to respect her independence. 
Yet she is now gripped, held down, and 
treated as Posen was in the days of 
Prussian possession. She is being 
“essimilated”’ by Japan. “ What is 
to be done about us?” my hostess 
asked. 

One fellow guest thought nothing 
should be done because the Corean vote 
in the United States is not strong 
enough to affect an election. 

Amidst the tumult of voices here 
one hears ever and again an appeal for 
something to be done for Corea. Such 
appeals are addressed chiefly to Amer- 
jean public officials, but it is also felt 
to be worth while to let Britain know— 
at least to the extent of letting me in 
on this occasion. 


Meets Corean Editor. 


I was introduced to an editor of a 
Corean paper which had recently been 
suppressed, and I listened to an ac- 
count, an amazing account, of the 

om of the press as it is under- 
stood in Corea under Japanese rule. 

Yet it sounded very familiar to me. 
Indeed, I had listened to much the 
same story of suppressions, rather 
worse suppressions, the night before. 
Then I had been the host of two 
frends of mine, Mr Houssain and Mr. 
Sapre, who have had extensive expe- 
rience of suppression in India, They 
are both here in much the same spirit 
as the Coreans. 

Whenever I talk to Mr. Houssain 
Wealways get to a sort of polite quar- 
tel in which he treats me more and 
more like the Indian government in 
its defense and I become more and 
more like the British ascendancy. 


Adopts Lord Cromer’s Manner. 


I adopt almost inadvertently as 
much as is adoptable of the manner 
and tone of the late Lord Cromer and 
say: “Yes, yes. But are you ripe for 
self-government?” These gentlemen 
say frankly that the British rule ix 
India has displayed so much stupidity 
in such cases as the Amritzar mas- 
sacre and the recent suffocation of the 
Moplah prisoners, and that its com- 
plete suppression of any frank public 
discussion of Indian affairs in India 
is 80 intolerable, that it is becoming 
unendurable.

Break Would Be Bad One, 


India and Britain cannot talk longer 
about their common future, if India re- 
mains gagged and without ever a 
chance of learning to talk. If a break 
comes in India, it is likely to be a bad 
and hopeless one because of her lack 
of worked out political conceptions, due 
to her long mental restraint while all 
the rest of the world from Corea to 
Peru has been trying over political 
self-expression.

Cantonese Chinese Complaint. 

And as another case of the stifled 
voice here, are the representatives of 
the Cantonese Chinese government, 
who made a scene the other day when 
the Peking representatives went into 
secret session with the Japanese, There 
was an assembly of hostile Chinese 
shouting “traitor!” and things—ap- 
parently very disagreeable things—in 
Chinese. Here again there is a clamor 
for attention that gets short shrift from 
the official conference. 

(And lest these stifled outcries should 
fill the American reader with self- 
righteousness, I wil) note in passing

The establishment of such a, 
precedent is a thing of supreme im-' 
portance to all men. 

If the conference does get so far 
as that, so far as to establish the prin. 
ciple that an Asiatic people has a righ: 
to control its own destinies and to 
protection while it adjusts the des 
tinies, in spite of the fact that it can 
not as an efficient power defend tha: | 
right, it will have made a wide step 
indeed,.not only towards world peace 
but towards a general liberation ot 
Asiatic peoples held in tutelage. 

It is so important to mankind that 
that step should be made that I grudge 
any diversion of energy to minor in- 
justices, howéver glaring, or any com- 
plication of the issue whatever..

In an erates case of organic 
heart disease* there is very little 
danger from exertion, working,! physical 
strain, and mental shock.

A very careful study of the course of 
the trouble in cases of organic heart dis- 
ease has shown that breakdowns—called 
failure of compensation—have rarely fol- 
lowed even severe physical labor and 
great muscle fatigue, : 
When a man has had a break in com: 
pensagion as the result of battling a 
snowstorm or a hard wind, an infection 
rather than dilation of the heart from 
exertion is the cause. 4 
Close analysis shows that very few 
diseased hearts dilate or give down under 
fright or other shock.

FAIR PLAY FOR FAIR 
BUILDING TRADES. 


The citizens’ committee to enforce the Landis 
award in the building trades has taken a sound 
position in its decision that the award shall apply 
as rigidly to employers as to workers. The unions 
which submitted to the Landis arbitration and de- | 
cision, and which have loyally lived up to the 
terms of that decision, have a right to protec- 
tion from empleyers who may seek to take ad- 
vantage of differences between the unions to force 
wages still lower. Public opinion should sypport 
that right. 

These men have aceepted a considerable reduc- 
tion of pay. Asa result, building activities in Chi- 
cago are approaching normal. But, due to their 
very acceptance and loyalty to their pledgé to abide 
by the findings of an arbitrator. the ugity of the 
Building Trades council, which formerly was their 
chief protection, has Been shaken by the insurgency 
of those who would not abide by the arbitration. 

Unscrupulous employers are reported to be using 
this break between the unions to impose the “ open 
shop” upon those unions which have been loyal! to 
their pledge as well as upon those which defy the 
award. That is unfair. It is also bad poli€y. It 
tends to discourage and disrupt the best quality of 
unionism, which has held these men together and, 
greatly promoted building construction here. If 
carried on, it will react seriously upon the policy 
of arbitration as the best method of settlement of 
labor disputes. 

The men who have accepted wage reductions will 
be defended from unauthorized wage reductions. 
No contractor can safely be supported in refusal 
to pay the carpenters, for instance, $1.25 an hour, 
and at the same time allowed to pay 90 cents an 
hour to a union man who has accepted a scale 


of $1.

‘TOBACCO DUTIES 


Foss and Friends of 


Measure Heard. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Spe- 
clal.Jj—Manufacturers of cigars and 
eigarets protested against increased 
duties on tobaceo previded in the Ford- 
ney tariff bill today before the senate 
finance committee. Tobacco growerr 
defended the rates as approved by the 
house. The committee resumed tariff 
hearings after an interval of several 
weeks. 

The testimony related chiefly to Tur- 
kish tobacco, on whieh the, house bill 
imposes a duty of $1 a pound to pro- 
vide protection for California growers 
of this type of tobacco and to wrapper 
tobacco on which duties are increased 


Aldrich and Underwood laws. 

Junius Parker of New York City, 
representing the American Tobacco 
company, protested against the pro 
posed inerdase on Turkish tobacco 
from 86 cents to $1 per pound. He said 
the manufacturers of Turkish cigarets 
were unable to use the California to- 
bacco and that the increase in duty 
would boost prices of the cigarets.

Shortly after, Gans de- 
veloped tuberculosis, from which he 
died. McFarland fought in the light- 
weight class for years, anxious to cap- 
ture the title, when he should have 
been a welterweight. As a result 
Packey is now so fat he weighs over 
200 pounds. 

Jack Dempsey is another boxer who 
is likely to feel the effect of little ring 
activity. Jack is in the unfortunate 
position of outclassing all his rivals so 
far that he can’t get a match more 
than about once a year. 

Dempsey became a great fighter 
through fighting every week. He was 
hard as steel when he whipped Willard, 
and his eye was keen to measure dis- 
tances, his brain lightning fast to fig- 
ure chances, and drive home his crash- 
ing blows. Dempsey doesn't care much 
for a life of ease, but circumstances 
have forced it upon him. 

If Dempsey goes on traveling with 
the vaudeville show, posing in pictures, 
living an easy life, he’ll drop back like 
all other champions before him. While 
he works incessantly to keep up his 
boxing when not matched for a fight, 
no amount of gymnasium training 
can make up for lack of real contests. 
Eventually some hungry, husky, hard 
youngster will topple him over,
